RESOLUTION TO APPROVE THE CITY OF HIGHLAND PARK, CITY COUNCIL 

DISTRICTS IN ITS CURRENT FORM AS REQUIRED BY THE REVISED CITY 

CHARTER IN MAY OF 2019

WHEREAS, a revised version of the Highland Park City Charter was passed by the residents 

of Highland Park in May of 2019, and, 

 

WHEREAS, the revised version of the Highland Park City Charter requires City Council 

District representation, and, 
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WHEREAS, the Highland Park City Council, the legislative body in the City of Highland 

Park, has been charged with creating three (3) City Council Representative Districts, and, 

 

WHEREAS, the Highland Park City Council sought and received assistance from Data 

Driven Detroit, a recognized data population collection organization, and, 

 

WHEREAS, the Highland Park City Council sought and received assistance from the Office 

of City Clerk in the City of Highland Park, and, 

 

WHEREAS, the Highland Park City Council, was mandated to create the three (3) City 

Council Representative Districts with near equal population with a difference of only one 

(1%) percent, and, 

 

WHEREAS, the Highland Park City Council created these three (3) City Council 

Representative Districts without having to overly burden or disrupt the voting process by 

precinct with assistance from the City Clerk's Office, NOW, 

 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Highland Park City Council through its 

Charter provided legislative powers, hereby adopts District 1, District 2 and District 3 as City 

Council Representative Districts in its current form as drawn by the City Council in the City of 

Highland Park. Yeas (4), Nays (0), Absent (1) Councilmember Lewis.
